Foreign Minister Kleffens told the 
Netherlands parliament that the earnest- 
ness of the assurances given by the war- 
ring countries that the neutrality of the 
lowland states would be respected “can 

* not be doubted”’. 


While he spoke the water was pouring 
through the opened dikes across the low- 
lying land of the Utrecht area which con- 
stitutes Holland’s water defence line 
against invasion from Germany, Dutch 
troops were hastening back to their posts 
with their leave-tickets concelled, and 
Belgian soldiers were trooping into posi- 
tions in obedience to an order which will 
put 600,000 men under in that 
country. 

As diplomatic custom requires him to 
do, Kleffens may officially repudiate any 
“doubt” that Berlin will keep its pledge, 
but neither he nor the Government of 
neighboring Belgium is overlooking the 
possibility that Herr Goering might change 
his mind. 

Canadians, separated from the pre- 
sent area of aggression by three thousand 
miles of water, are poorly situated to 
sense the anxiety in which the peoples of 
Holland and Belgium are living in these 
hectic days. The direct contradiction be- 
tween what Kleffens was constrained to 
say and what the two governments are do- 
ing helps somewhat to an understanding 
of what life in Canada would be like if we 
had to depend for peace and liberty day by 
day upon Nazi promises.

Our Nominal Enemies 

In the years when they fondly hoped 
that the war of 1914-18 had permanently 
eliminated armed aggression as an instru- 
ment of naticnal policy, Canadians—and 
people in other Allied lands also—were 
wont to include in their thoughts on Re- 
membrance Day those of enemy countries 
who had died in the struggle, and those 
who mourned their loss. It was a kindly 
thing to do, an expression of something 
of the best that is in human nature. No 
one has regretted doing it. 

Even today, despite the shock of disil- 
lusionment, the urge of passion and the 
pull toward hatred, may we not give a 
sympathetic thought to the German 
mothers and the German fathers whose 
sons are being herded to the shambles by 
another war-lord? Their hearts, too, are 
heavy with anxiety and dread. And we 
ean believe that most of them are more 
sinned against than sinning; that their of- 
fence is only that they did not soon enough 

“gee where they were being led and take 
steps to curb the political monstrosi 
which has grown to become their master 
and our menace. It is against the Nazi 
organism and ideals, not a inst them, 
we are fighting. 

Perhaps in their circumstances we too 
should have failed to detect the trend in 
time and to smash Hitlerism before it be- 
came too powerful, as did the people of 
Germany. Of that we may not know. 
But we can give them the benefit of the 
doubt, and dissociate them from deliber- 
ate intent to bring the misery of war again 
upon the world.

Next — Robot Bombers? 


Dr. Lee De Forest is too high an auth- 
-ority to be rated as a dreamer of new 
dreadfulness when he says radio engineers 
have almost perfected bombing planes 
which can be directed on their missions of 
death by remote control through wireless 
signals—with no pilots aboard. 

¢ It is not news that manless airplanes 
have been devised, tested, and flown with 
some measure of success, in Great Britain 
and elsewhere. But they have not yet been 
employed in actual war, pretty good evid- 
ence that the man-operated type is con- 
sidered superior for one reason or an- 
other. Dr. De Forest must be taken to 
mean that the known defects, whatever 
they were, have been overcome, and that 
the radio-steered flying machine is likely 
to make its appearance in Europe's war 
zone before many months have passed; 
the more likely to appear in force because 
it can be constructed cheaply and quickly. 
A radio-steered airplane loaded with 
bombs would be in essence a compound 
projectile, whose course could be changed 
while it was in flight, and whose accuracy 
is in proporation terrible to contemplate. 
It would correspond to the torpedo, ex- 
eept that it need not travel in a straight 
line, and that it would carry many explo- 
sive charges instead of one, dropping them 
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in succession, in obedience to the wircless 
signals transmitted to its control device. 

German engineers, it can be assumed, 
have not been asleep while inventors else- 
where were busy on this new engine of 
frightfulness. The Allies, it is to be sup- 
posed, have also been active, and with 
the financial resources at their disposal 
should be able to get the manless machines 
in the air as early as their opponent, and 
in greater numbers 


More Light Needed 


Scant information given out at Ottawa 
throws some light, though not much, on 
the plan to abolish the Buffalo Park at 
Wainwright and slaughter the animals 
there. The project to abandon the Park 
is said to not be new, negotiations with 
that end in view having been under way 
for some time with the Provincial Govern- 
ment. The idea, it is said, is to double the 
area of the Elk Island Park if the provin- 
cial authorities will turn over the Cook- 
ing Lake Forest Reserve for that purpose. 

Elk Island Park now comprises 51 
Square miles, and with the Forest Reserve 
added would be something more than 100 
square miles in area. The Wainwright 
Park has an area of 197 square miles. Elk 
Island Park, being only 30 miles from the 
city, is assumed to be a more effective at- 
traction to tourists, and with the proposed 
enlargement big enough to maintain a suf- 
ficiently large herd of buffalo, besides 
herds of elk, deer, and other animals. 

It is also stated that the Wainwright 
Park has been over-grazed, and the prob- 
lem of securing forage for the stock both- 
ersdme. 

But, according to this, the negotiations 
with the provincial authorities are not yet 
concluded and the turning over of the For- 
est Reserve and enlargement of the Elk 
Island Park is a matter of expectation— 
not certainty. Meanwhile the animals at 
Wainwright are being slaughtered. Should 
the negotiations hang fire, spring will find 
the animals dead and the addition to the 
Elk Island Park not needed except on the 
understanding that it would be populated 
in time by increase of the herds already 
there. Why kill off all the animals at 
Wainwright until the Forest Reserve has 
been actually transferred and made a part 
of the Elk Island Park? 

Why in any case kill off the yak and 
cattalo at Wainwright? There are none 
of these at Elk Island, and visitors to 
Wainwright have found them decidedly 
interesting exhibits. 

It is suggested that protests against 
the summary action being taken at Wain- 
wright have arisen because of a lack of 
information regarding the whole scheme, 
on the part of those registering the objec- 
tions. In that event it is highly desirable 
that the public be put in possession of the 
information without further delay.

Thirty Years Ago 
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The Passing Show 


By MAX FREEDMAN 


Everyone has his own memories of the world 
war. Some are so intimate and sacred they never 
are discussed, except perhaps in a circle of cher- 
ishec friends. Others are so familiar they have 
become an heirloom of humanity. But almost all 
these memories centre about a few episodes, an 

interlude in the war, rather 
THIS DAY OF than about the vast imper- 
REMEMBRANCE sonal sweep of the great con- 

flict. The war was too huge, 
too far-flung and overpowering, to be under- 
stood fully by any single soldier or by anyone 
else in the sad significance of its tragic gran- 
deur. Even historians cannot grasp its mean- 
ing completely. At best their interpretation 
remains personal, fragmentary, episodic, and con- 
jectural. 

But one thing needs to be stated with blunt 
clarity, now that the angry throb of the war- 
drums again reverberate over the world. What- 
ever mistakes have been made since the Armis- 
tice are not due to the soldiers, whether living or 
dead, who bore the burden of those tragic days, 
The men in the trenches really did believe, 
despite the cynic’s sneer, that they were engaged 
in warring down the proud, in chaining the dogs 
of war firmly to the leash of law, and in open- 
ing up a new chapter in human history upon 
which peace would be inscribed as the master 
word of humanity. That their dreams did not 
come true is a reflection upon human nature, 
the savage perversity of events, and the 
emesgence of dictators who do not shrink from 
marching through slaughter to the attainment 
of evil power. The generation which saved the 
world from the curse of Caesar gave men the 
chance to make of the future what they willed; 
the immortal dead are exempt from all censure 
as they now are beyond all praise. 

Winston Churchill wrote, as the war closed, 
that the quarrels of pygmies began as the battle 
of the giants ended. It was probably too harsh 
a verdict even for this iron age, in which big 
parties spring up to express smail ideas, The 
problems which baffled statesmen in the post- 
war world were without precedent, in their surg- 
ing immensity and staggering magnitude, and 
the record of history shows that most of them 
were slowly yielding to the dictates of reason 
when the more stark compulsion of the dictators 
began to take the field. 

The war was bigger than all who took part 
in it. It brought the arrogant dynasty of the 
Kaiser to the ground, shattered to bits the vast 
dominions of the Austrian emperor, wiped the 
dust of many centuries off the face of Turkey, 
and buried the Czar beneath the debris of his 
own decayed and moribund tyranny. Such was 
the fate of the despots; little better did the 
democratic leaders fare. President Wilson was 
crushed by his people, Clemenceau began to bore 
France, and Lloyd George delayed his exit from 
the stege so long the cheers of the audience 
turned to ridicule and sour sarcasm. The great 
war made a holocaust of great reputations, but 
redeemed itself by finding great men by the 
scores in many humble places.

One of my first memories is of the glad tid- 
ings of the Armistice. J was four years old when 
the world laid down its arms, and I still recall 
how vexed and frightened I was when the city 
suddenly broke out into a tumult of rejoicing 
and proclaimed its joy with shrill siren and 

eloquent drum. It was not till 
SOME VIVID later that I knew why there 
REMEMBRANCES had been so much noise on 

what had started out to be a 
quiet November morn, By some strange trick, 
the other childhood memory which has haunted 
my mind is that of sitting up in bed, at an age 
too early to mention, and devouring “Huckle- 
berry Finn” with a consuming delight in read- 
ing, I hope the passage of time has not altogether 
abated, 

The book memories of the war, however, are 
entwined in a rich harvest. First in affection and 
veneration, amongst British statesmen of the 
war, is the figure of Sir Edward Grey, a quiet 
angler doomed by events to fish in the most 
turbulent stream it was the lot of any foreign 
secretary ever to wade. When he ended his 
masterly speech in the House of Commons on 
August 3, a friend tactlessly suggested he now 
ranked with Gladstone and with Pitt. With 
proud tears in his eyes, Grey turned away, in 
scorn of all tributes, murmuring piteously, over 
and over again, “This is the saddest day of my 
life.” Above every other memory this one stands 
supreme. And this great peace-lover is the man 
German propagandists still say willed the world 
war! 

What is the most cherished memory of 
Wilson? I have always thought him one of the 
three most notable figures flung up by the war, 
the other two being Masaryk of Czecho- 
Slovakia, the philosopher-president, and Veni- 
zelos of Greece, whom Lloyd George called the 
greatest Greek statesman since Pericles. The 
scene I remember is not of President Wilson as 
the oracle of the Allies and the hope of the 
world, Rather is it of the futile crusader for a 
forlorn cause, when dusk already began to 
darken his closing days. A sick man, one side 
of his face twitching feverishly, repudiated by 
America, he sadly confessed he had failed and 
the United States would not join the League of 
Nations. “But I am not sorry for what I have 
done,” he cried, “I am sorry for my beloved 
country.” Perhaps his broken dreams may be 
knit together once more by his incomparable 
pupil who now is the president of the United 
States, 
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Still another memory. I told a friend I 
thought Jules Cambon, the French diplomat, 
had defined the essence of German political 
philosophy when he said it based itself upon a 
worship of “pedantic barbarism.” He replied 
that sometimes the pedantry was more sinister 

than the barbarism, and told this 
THE GERMAN story to illustrate his point. He 
PHILOSOPHY was heading some Canadian sol- 

diers trying to dislodge Germans 
from their dug-outs. After two days of in- 
termittent skirmishing, the enemy surrendered, 
although the Germans had as much food and 


ammunition as the Canadians. Asked to ex- 
plain why he had given up, the German 
captain replied: “Von Clausewitz, the mili- 
tary expert, saya that if you are surrounded

Quite Safe 


Along with other important newspapers of 
Great Britain, The Times of London is well 
pleased with the results of last Wednesday's 
provincial elections in Quebec, noting that Mr. 
Duplessis’ party “has been annihilated and the 
Liberals, standing for untrammeled participa- 
tion in the common war effort, have carried 68 
seats in a chamber of 86.” The London daily 
adds, however, that “here is not a party victory, 
and there should be caution against the danger 
of exploiting it in the party spirit.” Then The 
Times explains: 

“Rt. Hon. Ernest Lapointe, who is the chief 
representative 6f Quebec in the Ottawa govern- 
ment, and Adelard Godbout, who now succeeds 
Mr. Duplessis in office, are placed in the position 
of trustees for those domestic ideals of their 
defeated opponents which have been not so much 
repudiated as subordinated to the greater 
urgency of a united prosecution of the war.” 

It can be assumed that The Times does not 
really think either Premier-designate Adelard 
Godbout or federal Minister of Justice Lapointe 
requires tuition as to the manner in which the 
verdict of the people @f Quebec shall be inter- 
preted or used. Such references as Prime Min- 
ister Mackenzie King has made to the over- 
whelming victory scored by the Liberal party 
have in no wise suggested party advantage. And 
the fact that Mr. Lapointe staked much on the 
contest because he knew his Quebec should 
assure the London daily—although, of course, 
this is purely a Canadian matter—that the 
Ancient Province has merely reaffirmed its 
Canadianism, if also its liberalism, in its broad- 
est application—Victoria Times, 


Army Discards the Kilt 


The Germans in the last war used to cry 
“Kamerad!” or flee for their lives at the sight 
of a kilted Highland regiment with fixed bay- 
onets. “The Ladies from Hell,” the Bosche 
called them, and they knew it was all up with 
them when the Scots came over “the top”. The 
Kaiser's proudest troops feared the Black 
Watch, the Gordons and other famous High- 
land regiments, who were rated among the most 
formidable in the entire British Army. 

Now they say the kilt is to be discarded by 
the Streamlined forces which man the Maginot 
Line. Many a Scot and many a Sassenach will 
feel that something of the picturesque will be 
lost as the Hieiandmen doff the kilt and don 
the one-piece khaki overall with zipper fastener 
and snaps at the bottom of the leg to keep out 
the mud. 

Who has not been thrilled at the sight of kilt 
and sporran as a Highland regiment swung down 
the road to the skirl of the pipes? The kilt may 
be impractical] in modern warfare, when sol- 
diers live in holes in the ground like moles. It 
clogs with mud, which rubs the skin off bare 
legs. And the tartan serves to identify Scots 
regiments. But it was pretty effective in the 
Great War when the Highlanders went into ac- 
tion kicking a football before them or were 
inspired by the stirring music of the bagpipes. 

Bonnie fechters have worn the kilt for 300 
years, and famous regiments will continue to 
favor it for ceremonial occasions. Even if the 
last glamorous touch has gone from the battle- 
field, the gallantry remains.—Globe and Mail, 
Toronto.

To the soldiers music was a 
necessity. There were musical 
instruments of all kinds among 
the troops. They had to have 
music and they saw to it that 
they got it. They proved them- 
selves capable song writers, too. 
They picked on highly respect- 
able hymn tunes and set their 
own words to them, such as ex- 
pressing their love for the serg- 
eant-major. No one knows who 
wrote most of the verses sung 
to popular bymn_ tunes—and 
they were many. These words, 
like Topsy “just growed.” Every 
phase of the war was treated in 
sung by the boys. They made 
mock of their real feelings and 
the worse the conditions and 
the more menacing the moment, 
the more they were inclined to 
sing such a song as “Oh, my, I 
don't want to die, I want to go 
home.”

SEED POTATOES 


OTTAWA, Novy. 11.-The agricul- 
tural supplies committee was auth- 
orized in an order-in-council pub- 
lished last night in the Canada 
Gazette to purchase available sup- 
plies of disease-free foundation seed 
potatoes up to a maximum of 40,000 
bushels 

This action was taken after the 
committee recommended to the gov- 
ernment that it was important to 
ensure disease-free foundation seed 
available in Canada this year should 
be maintained for planting next 
spring. 

The government authorization to 
the committee enables it to pur- 
chase the potatoes at margins not 
exceeding 25 cents a bushel over 
the market price for No. 1 certified 
seed potatoes and at prices not ex- 


' ceeding $1.10 a bushel at point: of 


origin. 
The committee also was author- 
ized to re-sell the seed at cost next 


; spring to selected growers,

WITH THE BRITISH ARMY IN 
FRANCE, Nov. 11 — Defensive 
works much stronger than the 
famed World War Hindenburg 
line protect British positions on 
the French frontier today. 


With many hundred thousand 
man-hours of labor, the British Ex- 
peditionary Force improved the | 
strong lines they found upon arrival 
and continue, hour by hour, to aug- 
ment their strength. 

New multiple lines of anti-tank | 
obstacles (naturally, the number is 
a military secret) have been con-| 
structed in the month since I last 
visited the same sector. From the| 
high point of vantage I visited yes- 
terday, they extend in each direct- 
ion as far as the eye can reach. And | 
big mechanical excavators were at 
work constructing more. 


DIG BIG TRENCHES 


Hundreds (1 would guess) of 
miles of primary, secondary and 
tertiary trenches, with communi- 
cation trenches, have been dug. At 
the bottom, duckboards a few feet 
above the trench floor keep the 
men’s feet oyt of any seepage water 
that drains into it. The walls and 
firesteps of trenches are covered 
with brushwood of wattling to keep 
them from caving in. 

The entire belt of defensive 
works is many miles in depth 
and is being added to incessantly. 
In the front area, in any direction

Some I saw digging at the bot- 
tom of a deep and muddy trench 
wallowing in clay were singing and 
everything there seemed to be an 
air of cheerfulness. 

Today we had a bit of excitement 


While motoring we noticed some 
peasants staring at the sky. We got 
out of the car to see what they 


were watching. 

Within a minute or two, many 
miles away in the high scudding 
clouds, we detected a few puffs of 
smoke from anti-aircraft shells. 
In the 40-mile-an-hour wind we 
could hear no sound of gunfire. 
But soon there appeared three 
dark-colored planes, apparently 
light bombers, traveling at high 
speed. They immediately disap- 
peared into layers of clouds. 

In a few seconds there appeared 
three British fighters streaking 
across the sky. They circled, then 
dived at terrific speed and disap- 
peared into a cloud. 


Stopped beside us and said he had 
seen several planes 
thought might be Germans. 


ALL TAKEN IN STRIDE 


In the next village we entered the 
troops told us an air-raid alarm had 
just sounded a few minutes before.

Today, lines of motor trucks were 
bringing up timber for duckboards, 
brushwood, wattling and heavy 
timber for other purposes 

As a military necessity in case 
of attack, certain houses which to- 
day are inhabited by hard-working 
peasants are marked for demolition 
to give clear lines of fire. 


TO BLOW UP MANY 

I saw several which will be blown 
up if the Germans attack, and 
there are many more. But the pea- 
sants persist in remaining until they 
are evacuated and continue to har- 
vest their beets and cover them 
with straw and earth in huge piles. 
In the meantime, their children 
play in muddy yards surrounded 
on every side by war-like prepar- 
ations. 

Of course this whole frontier is 
already dominated by immensely 
thick and well-constructed steel 
and concrete blockhouses. Each 
of them is as strong or stronger 
than some of those around Ver- 
dun which held up the Germans 
in 1916, 

These weeks of hard work in the} 
open air, together with plenty of 
good food, have perceptibly improv- 
ed the physique of the British troops. 
Their faces are ruddy and wind- 
tanned and they have that indefin- 
ible something in their bearing 


town, which was pursuing its nor- 
mal activity with no evidence of 
excitement. 

Pending an official statement, we 
don't yet know what happened, and 
this incident is related merely to 
show that the army and civilians

The memorandum states 
the government's policy is to en- 
courage local production of food- 
stuffs—a policy valuable in war- 
time in saving foreign exchange 
and shipping space.
